GENEVA (AP)—The eig ht non 
alig ned nations at the disarma 
ment conference today p rop osed 
a comp romise control sy stem in 
the hop e of 
breaking the big - 
p ower 
deadlock 
on 
a 
nuclear 
weap on test ban. 
The p lan called for a control 
sy stem based on already ex isting 
national networks of observ ation 
p osts, th© sy stem adv ocated by 
the Sov iet Union. 
It p rov ided for on-the-sp ot in­ 
sp ections o f susp ected ex p losions 
by an international commission of 
scientist from 
nonalig ned coun­ 
tries if a country under susp icion 
inv ited them in. If the country 
refused to issue the inv itation, the 
only recourse for the other sig ners 
of the test ban treaty ap p arently 
would be to renounce the test ban 
Since the Sov iet Union has said 
rep eatedly it would nev er admit 
foreig n insp ectors to its territory , 
the 
so-called comp romise 
ap 
p eared to be much closer to the 
Sov iet p lan than to Western p ro­ 
p osals for automatic international 
insp ection 
of 
susp icious 
ex p lo­ 
sions. 
The p rop osal was made to the 
17 nations in the name of Brazil. 
Burma. Ethiop ia, India, Mex ico, 
Nig eria, Sweden and the United 
Arab Rep ublic. 
U S 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
H 
Dean. British Minister of State 
Josep h Goldberg and Sov iet Dep u­ 
ty Foreig n Minister Valerian A. 
Zorin all said they would 
refer 
the p rop osal to their g ov ernments.

Retaliates, 
Lynches Pair 


ALGIERS (AP) - A Moslem 
mob ly nched two Europ eans near 
Alg iers Sunday as the Alg erian 
nationalist command warned the 
French 
to take 
strong er 
step s 
ag ainst 
the 
Europ ean 
Secret 
Army Org anization. 
The Secret Army Org anization 
is known as the OAS. 
In the first act of mass Moslem 
v iolence since the March 19 cease­ 
fire. enrag ed y ouths stop p ed a car 
in the Maison Carre, industrial 
suburb nine miles southeast of 
Alg iers. 
They drag g ed out the 
three men inside, beat them with 
rocks and sticks and set the car 
afire Two of the Europ eans were 
killed and the third critically in­ 
jure! 
Elsewhere in Alg eria white ter­ 
rorists killed four Moslems and 
wounded 28. 
Secret army terrorists driv ing 
throug h 
Moslem 
suburbs 
hav e 
shot down Moslem civ ilians nearly 
ev ery day since the cease fire At 
least 250 Moslems hav e p erished 
in Alg iers alone. The terrorists 
are try ing to p rov oke the Moslems 
into rep risals on a civ il war scale 
that will block Alg eria’s adv ance 
toward indep endence.

4 .—and his brother Clay ton White 
Also p resent were Mrs, White’s

Stearns, and Atty Gen. and Mr* 
Robert F. Kennedy . 
Before the p ublic ceremony in 
the marbled chamber, W’hite had 
taken 
in

his duties as a justice. 
This oath was administered in 
the p resence only of the other 
justices of 
court. 
The IO o'clock ceremony in the 
court was a few minutes late g et­ 
ting under way .

As a law clerk, Whit© drew a 
salary of $5,116 a y ear.

W'hite is in for a busy two weeks 
but p robably won t ex p erience his 
heav iest work as a justice until 
nex t fall.

Aids Understanding 


CINCINNATI (AP)—An educa­ 
tion 
researcher 
at 
Ohio 
State 
Univ ersity said today he fav ors 
broadening education as a means 
to help p eop le understand each 
other. 
Professor Ross L. Mooney told 
the Western Art* Association at 
its annual conference: 
"I want a liberal education, a 
liberal store of p ossibilities for 
looking at the world The p erson 
with the widest rang e of p ossibi­ 
lities av ailable for use in looking 
at situations is g oing to hav e the 
best chance of finding the one 
that fits the situation hest." 
He said, “ What we need to un­ 
derstand is that another p erson 
can honestly see the world 
as 
comp osed differently 
It will de­ 
p end on the ideas he holds rn 
mind while 
looking , 
and 
these 
ideas will come from the p arti­ 
cular backg round of his own ex ­ 
p erience ” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres!- 
dent Kennedy , hav ing shown Big 
Steel who is boss, can be ex ­ 
p ected to deal tenderly with bus­ 
iness in the nex t few months. 
Althoug h Atty . Gen. Robert F 
Kennedy say s a New York fed­ 
eral g rand jury will continue its 
inv estig ation of p ossible collusion 
on steel p rice increases which 
were later rescinded, the Presi­ 
dent is rep resented as not b e i n g 
in any v indictiv e mood. 
Tile President, who felt he was 
kicked in the p ants by the steel 
ex ecutiv es after he had help ed g et 
what he called a non inflationary 
wag e settlement with the Steel 
workers Union, was said to feel 
that this is the time to be msg 
nanimous in v ictory . 
Bey ond that, Kennedy obv ious­ 
ly has no hankering for the kind 
of p olitical v endetta with business 
that Franklin D. Roosev elt seemed 
to enjoy He needs business sup ­ 
p ort to attain sev eral major ob 
jectiv es of his administration. 
The most p ressing of these, of 
course, is to g et the economy roll­ 
ing in hig her g ear so that it will 
absorb some of the unemp loy ed 
and help disp ose of this, one of 
his most troublesome p roblems. 
Additionally , he needs coop era­ 
tion from business men to p ut 
across his international trade p ro­ 
p osals They can help him by p ass 
some of the stumbling blocks cer­ 
tain to be encountered by that p ro­ 
g ram as it inches its way throug h 
Cong ress. 
If 
businessmen 
In 
g eneral 
turned on his p rog ram, it could 
wind up in shambles and he knows 
it Similarly , any massiv e op p osi­ 
tion from business could crip p le 
his foreig n aid p rog ram which al­ 


ready is under heav y attack. 
While business may hav e been 
shocked by the disp lay of raw 
p ower the President p ut on to roll 
back the steel p rice increase, Ken­ 
nedy believ es that many industri­ 
alists sy mp athized with his feel­ 
ing 
that 
he had 
been double- 
crossed in his efforts to check in­ 
flation 
Business has a direct stake In 
this effort since any new round of 
inflation would tend further to 
p rice American p roducts out of 
world markets

Unfair Swapping of Aid 


A study of foreign aid indicates there 
m ay be some joint operations going on in 
at le a d 18 Asian and African countries. 
This is the tentative finding of a H o u s e 
subcommittee headed by Rep. Porter H ar­ 
dy of Virginia. 
Cement and some other materials sent 
to Cambodia were brought by a local con­ 
tractor who then used them to build a hos­ 
pital sponsored by the Russians. Cement 
and steel given Cambodia by Red China 
were used in a police academy which was 
a project of the United States. 
How common this misappropriation of 
aid materials may be is still under study. 
But hints of the practice are found in lands 


from Burma and Afghanistan to Guinea. 
The United States does not e a rm a rk its 
aid materials for projects to which the 
reds also are contributing. The only way 
to end the transfer of materials would be. 
to cancel programs in neutral countries to 
which both West and East contribute. 
As an exhibit of “ peaceful coexistence” 
such joint aid may seem grand. But the 
communists have a way of taking credit 
for everything they can, even U. S. aid. If 
they are claiming credit for U. S. m ateri­ 
als used in their projects while we get 
none for communist materials in our pro­ 
jects, it is far from an even swap. 


Hubby May Be Half-Creep Anyway 


A psychiatrist has advised several hun­ 
dred British Columbia high school girls 
that they ought to “ date creeps because 
their husbands are likely to be half-creeps 
anyway.*’ 
While passing on this helpful advice he 
warned them that the “unhealthy rom an­ 
ticism" of television and m o v i e s may 
cause disillusionment for girls when they 
come to meet the normal m arriage rou­ 
tines associated with “ babies, budgets and 
bottles.”

The money was advanced for 
use in April, May and Juno, 1962, 
by the federal government as its

disabled, and aid to the blind. 
Hosch said that under the mon­ 
ey formula in the law, the federal 
share represents 50 per cent of 
the total estimated expenditures 
of Ohio for its assistance pro­ 
grams.

upon per capita income in each 
state. 
The funds for Ohio included 
$12,412,589 for the state’s old age 
assistance 
recipients; 
$8,292,233 
for the children and their care­ 
taker relatives under lid to de­ 
pendent children: 
$2,050,925 for 
beneficiaries of aid to the per­ 
manently 
and 
totally 
disabled, 
and $487,808 for persons receiving 
aid to the blind.
